High Court 
LttTLE ROCK'(AP) - the 


Arkansas Supreme Court today 
explained an earlfer 4*3 decision 
that state Sen. Robert Harvey 
of Swifton waifwfcatly eligible 
for his position as a Constitu- 
tional Convention delegate. 


The ruling, handed down Jan. 


10, was based upon the Interpre- 
tation of the position of dele 
gate as not being a civil office. 


Lyda T, Rtdgeway of Newport 


filed suit this year contending 
that Harvey could not serve 
both as senator and convention 
delegate. 


Her taxpayers suit argued 


that Harvey was ineligible un- 
der Article 5, Section 10 of the 
state Constitution, which pro- 
vides that no senator or repre- 
sentative holding office shall be 
appointed or elected "to any 
civil office" under this state. 


Justice J. Fred Jones, writing 


the Jan. 10 majority opinion, 
said a civil office would be un- 
der one of the three divisions of 
the powers of state government 
— executive, legislative or ju- 
dicial under the Constitution. 


"We are of the opinion that 


Sen. Harvey's position as dele- 
gate to the Constitutional Con- 
vention is not derived from the 
Constitution at all," Jones said. 
"It is derived directly from that 
power 'inherent in the people* 
as simply announced" else- 
where in the Constitution, 


"Unlike the constitutions of 


some of the states, the present 
Constitution of Arkansas does 
not provide a method of obtain- 
ing a new constitution, and we 
may reasonably assume that 
the people intended it that 
way," the court said.

sioners voted to raise 20,000 
birds. This is the highest num- 
ber of birds that can be raised 
to produce a quality bird of the 
type that the Commission is 
willing to release. 


The next Item is cost. These 


birds cost 80c apiece to raise 
and deliver. (Delivery means on 
the ground in good quail habi- 
tat anywhere in the state.) This 
year the Commission will sell 
the quail at one-half cost, 40c 
per bird, and absorb the other 
half of the cost. Maximum and 
minimum number oer twrson Is 
100 quail. Applications will not 
be accepted for either fewer or 
more. 


Now, 
how to obtain the quail. 


Any 
person wanting to obtain 


birds through this program must 
first write to the Arkansas Game 
and Fish Commission, attention 
Game 
Division, 
Little Rock, 


Ark., 72201, and request an "Ap- 
plication for Quail." This should 
be a request for application, and 
no additional information or mon- 
ey need accompany this letter.

It is mid-February. The 


mercury in the thermometer 
is out of sight, and you're 
wearing galoshes as much to 
keep warm as to keep dry. 
You creep into the frigid in- 
terior of your car, step on 
the starter — and pray. 


What happens then has a 


lot to do with how much you 
spend for winter car opera- 
tion. Cold-morning car fail- 
ures can make you the 
mechanic's best friend. 


It is quite possible that 


you are spending more than 
you should to remain mobile. 
Some simple first aid can 
often solve the more com- 
mon problems.

In the long run, ibis means 


you need a new battery, but 
right now, what you need is 
a transfusion. 
This is no 


great trick if you have a set 
of jumper cables (less than 
$5 at your hardware store).

One caution here:

Ideally, you 
should begin a cold start by 
depressing the accelerator 
pedal to the floor once, to 
set the automatic choke, then 
depress it halfway and hold 
it there while cranking the 
engine. 


If 
you suspect 
flooding, 


lift the hood and sniff. If you 
get a good whiff of raw gaso- 
line, return to the house for 
another cup of coffee and try 
again in 15 minutes. 


If you smell nothing, re- 


move the air cleaner. This is 
the big, round object that 
sits on top of the 
engine, 


held down by a single wing 
nut. 


Underneath the air clean- 


er is the carburetor, and in 
the throat of the carburetor 
is the choke. The choke is a 
metal disk that pivots in 
such a way as to allow it to 
c l o s e off the carburetor 
throat. 


If the disk is vertical and 


the throat wide open, it may 
be stuck and not doing its 
job. Jiggle it with your fin- 
ger, and then try to restart 
as described above, 


If the disk is horizontal, . 


and the t h r o a t properly 
closed, then the engine may 
not be getting-any gus-, due ' 
to h gas'-Iine' f r e e z"e. To 
check, have someone else 
depress the accelerator once • 
or twice quickly, while you 
check the carburetor throat. 


If you can't hear, sec or 


smell raw gas when the 
pedal is depressed, a line 
freeze is likely and you need 
help from a mechanic 


But if you are getting «as, 


and the starter is fmirlion- 
ing, then the pr ob Ic m is 
probably in the ignition sys- 
tem. It could he worn points, 
plugs or condenser, none of 
which you can readily re- 
place yourself. It could also 
be other things too numer- 
ous to mention
